•fLock, who, is an army psy- 
chiatrist assigned to, the 
po'V'itt Hospital at Ft Bel- 
sj»ir, said his troubles began 
When he received permis- 
sion- from the Army to at- 
tend. the American Psychiat- 
ric Association convention 
here.

Lock was released on May 
7, and when he got back to 
Ft Belvoir he was told to 
see the hospital commander. 
Col. Robert Neimis, who 
told him that he would be 
charged with being absent 
with out leave for the three * 
days he was locked up. 
Plodger, telling him that a 
number of psychiatrists had ; 
barely escaped arrest during 
the demonstrations and that 
it was not unusual for psy- 
chiatrists to attend social 
protests for first-hand infor- 
mation. ,'■/ 

Matter Dropped 
' Late Monday night, Lock, 
a two-year Army veteran, re-, 
ceived a call telling him to 
report to Gen. Plodger’s of- I 
fice at 8 a.m. yesterday, j 
When he got there, he was 1 
fold the charegs had been 
drooped for lsck rv? evi- 
dence.^ . 

Yesterday afternoon, Lock 
still seemed concerned over 
the outcome of his case. “If 
I had been a regular GI 
they would have come down 
hard on me,” he said. 

Lock now has only one 
more legal battle to fight, 
his case which comes up in 
Superior Court on July 16. 

“I think they’ll throw it 
out,” Lock said .confidently.
